WILLIAM T. WHIT ACRE. 
Mariposa, July 28, 1854. 

We are informed by a gentleman who 
has rcce tly visited that locality, that 
Scipiano, with about two hundred Indians, 
is mining near the junction of the North 
and South Forks of the Merced river. A 
few days since, one of Scipiano’s Indians 
was robbed and seven ly beaten by a par¬ 
ty of Indians from the Yo Semity Y-re v 
A s soon as i*. was made known to Scipia- 
no, he started with a large party of his 
tribe in pursuit of the fugitives, but was 
unable to overtake them, they evidently 
having placed a spy to watch his move¬ 
ments. He however followed them as far 
as the Yo-Semity valley, where he found 
the rancheria deserted, the Indians hav¬ 
ing fled to the mountains lie destroyed 
their village, and returned with the plun¬ 
der left by the Indians in their flight. 

Not Bad. —We were shown, on Sunday 
last, a snug little purse containing three 
pounds of beautiful dust, taken fr-un a 
claim on- the Mariposa, about six miles 
below town, near Mariposita, by Lewi- 
Sharp, Esq., and two others. 1 he above 
is the result of one week’s labor, after pay¬ 
ing all expenses. The week before, the 
same claim yielded over $150 per man.— 
We hope it may never grow less. 

THE CRUZ CERVANTES CLAIM. 

This is the first of the California Land 
Claims, carried to the Supreme Court ot 
the United States, and, as a natural conse¬ 
quence, great interest has attached to the 
proceedings in the case—in that court— j 
both in California and on the Atlantic side 
The decision of the District Court here, i; 
will be remembered, was adverse to the 
claimant. That decision has been rever¬ 
sed by the Supreme Court, and the rase 
remanded here for trial. But it appears 
that this action was had solely on the 
ground of irregularity in the proceedings 
in the Court here; and although the case 
appears to have been argued in full on 
its merits before the Supreme Court, no 
opinion of that tribunal, in the matter, ha> 
been reached. 

A decided opinion prevails, at Wash¬ 
ington, that the final decision in this case, 
will be adverse to the claimant. The fol

tion,among others, was unanimously adop¬ 
ted : 

Resolved, That our delegates to the State 
and District Conventions, be instructed in 
no case to cast the vote of Tulare county 
for any person, who, in any way favored 
the election of a U. S. Senator at the last 
session of the Legislature. 

Wm Campbell, of King’s river, was ap¬ 
pointed delegate to the State Convention 
and A. S. Lowranco, of’ Tule river, dele¬ 
gate to the District Convention. 

The above resolution, wc are convinced, 
embodies the sentiments of nearly every 
voier in this senatorial district, irrespcc- 
tiva of party; and Could a direct vote be 
had to-morrow, on the relative claims and 
merits of Messrs. Gwin and Broderick, the 
latter would be left with scarcely R cor¬ 
poral’s guard to do him honor. We want a 
man in the U. S. Senate possessed of sutfi- 
cient talents to command respect and in¬ 
fluence. One who can and will devote his 
whole time to the interests of his constitu¬ 
ents, not to his own personal ends and am¬ 
bition. Such a one California possesses 
in the person of the Hon. Wm. M. Gwin, 
and it is to be hoped that every roter in 
the State will, at the ensuing election, tak<- 
such an interest in the matter, as w, .l make 
the will of the people plainly understood 
and obeyed. 

The Whig State Convention met on 
Wednesday last in Sacramento, to nomi¬ 
nate candidates for Congress and Clerk 
of Supreme Court. We have received no 
intelligence of their proceedings. 

The Dcinocra lc Convention, which 
met there on the 18th, had a somewhat 
stormy session of one day, during part of 
which time two Presidents and two Secre¬ 
taries were performing, amidst the great 
est noise and confusion. ‘ King David” 
finally called off his forces, and the Con¬ 
vention adjourned. N*-\t day two distinct 
Conventions were organized—one in the 
interest of the aforesaid “David,” and the 
other in that of the people. 

Two tickets were nominated each claim¬ 
ing to be the “Regular Nomination.” 

The Brodcrickitcs nominated !/• ssr- 
McDougal, I-Jitham and Woodsides for 
re-election, all of whom have declared 
they would not accept a re-nomination- 
The other Convention nominated General 
Denver and Hon. P. T. Herbert for Con¬ 
gress, and Charles A. Iicake for Clerk of 
the Supreme Court. 

We have no doubt but that the people 
will give a proper verdict at the coming 
election, and wc arc fully satisfied to 
abide the result—let that be what it may. 
Let there be a clear field and a fair fighy 
and the election will result in the selec¬ 
tion of men who are willing to do their 
duty, and the consequent defeat of those 
who have, for the past three three years, 
been using every desperate means to 
thrust themselves upon the people of this 
State, knowing as they certainly must, 
that their persons and principles are equ¬ 
ally obnoxious. 

We learn from the Union Democrat, So¬ 
nora, that the Tuolumne County Whig 
Convention, which met at Jamestown on 
the 15th inst, nominated Col. (». W. Whit¬
